Corporations are taking advantage of the prevailing low 
rates of interest to refund their debts by the issue of new bonds 
at lower rates of interest. C ities with good credit are borrow­ 
ing money at rates unprecendented in their experience. I he 
City of Worcester, Massachusetts, has recently sold an issue of 
bonds, and the bonds are now offered tor sale to the public by 
bankers. The bonds have maturities from I to 20 years and 
the prices vary according to date of maturity of each bond. 
I he highest yield is for bonds maturing from FDI to 195), 
but they return only 2 per cent. For bonds maturing July I, 
1936, the yield is but 3 tenths of I per cent for the year. 
In these days of depression it is a great help to federal and 
local governments to be able to borrow money at low rates of, 
interest, but there are certain classes of citizens who are harm­ 
ed, not helped, by the lower interest rates. Savings banks are 
by law restricted in their investments to mortgages, municipal 
bonds, and other securities that are considered especially 
sound. When interest rates on such sec urities go down, the in­ 
come of the savings banks goes down, and depositors get less 
income from their deposits. 
A large part of the trust funds that support h o s p i t a l s , 
churches, and charitable institutions is invested in bonds, and 
when interest rates drop the institutions suffer a reduction of 
income. When a 5 per cent bond is replaced by a new bond 
paying 4 per cent, the owner suffers a loss of 20 per cent of 
his income on that bond. 
Societies and charitable institutions are by no means the 
only sufferers from reduction of interest rates. I rustees acting 
for widows and orphans follow the rule of safety first in handl­ 
ing trust funds. When the income return on an estate drops 
from 4 / 2c/o to 3{/i < , it may not cause much inconvenience 
to a wealthy family; but to thousands of elderly people of small 
means such a shrinkage of income is almost a calamity.
